VETERANS INFORMATION 


By Melvin T. Dixon 
State Service Officer . 
I want to remind all veter- 
ans that veterans’ preference 
in the rental or sale of new 
housing has been extended to 
dependents of members of the 
armed forces now serving in 
Koreà, that is, persons now in 
uniform, and their families, 
are afforded the same prefer- 
ence as veterans of World War 
П in buying or renting dwell- 
ings that have been completed 
since June 30, 1947. This pre- 
ference is contained in the 
Housing and Rent Act of 1950. 


THE AMERICAN ALLIGATOR, 

There are only two species of alligators in the world, oné 
in the United States, the other in China. The American alliga- 
tor is found from coastal North Carolina southward through- 
out Florida and westward into Texas. At one time it was very 
abundant in Florida, but it was slaughtered by the thousands 
for its hide, and by the latter 1930's it had become scarce. Con- 


servation measures were put into effect, and were successful; 
today the alligator is common over much of the state. The fo 
male alligator builds a nest of leaves, twigs and mud, laying) 
several dozen large, white eggs. She then guards the nest ur ib 
the young are hatched. The babies, about 8 inches long at the 
time of hatching, grow quite rapidly, adding a foot or more in 
length yearly. They begin to breed when about 516 feet long. 
Ten or twelve years suffice to produce a very large ‘gator; 
stories of "1000-year old" monsters are completly untrue. Alli- 
gators reach a length of about 15 feet, although specimens over 
12 feet are very rare today. They are dangerous to handle, and 
a husky eight footer can take off a man’s arm. Only a small 
percentage of the large alligators are aggressive, but a few un- 
provoked attacks have been recorded. Some females are very 
belligerent when protecting their nest. The largest specimen 
in captivity measures fourteen feet seven inches.
